A study of the umlorgnidunle days 
of men of omlnenee should bo a pleas- 
ant reerention for college students of 
tha present. If It does not Imbue them 
with a spirit of ambition, It may at 
least ho a source of oi^'ouriiffomcnt. 
Falling both, the labor Is nevertheless 
amply repaid by the Interesting ma- 
terial uncovered. Both inspiring and 
Interesting was the eareor of otto of 
McGill's most distinguished graduates. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Following a brilliant course at L As- 
somption College, Laurin then a youth 
of twenty, determined to follow the 
fashion of the voting men of Ida stamp 
tn Quebec, that Is, to go Into law 
and through law Into polities. Hence 
In 1SS1, ho was among the students 
that registered In thp Faculty of 
Law at McGill Fnlvri slty. According 
to IV. O. I). Skelton, Laurler's bio- 
grapher, the three-year course which 
led to the degree of Bachelor of t'lvll 
Law "covered not only the basic s\s- 
terns of our Jurisprudence, tint civil law 
of Rome and the common law of Eng- 
land. but the developments which cus- 
tom and legislators and codo-malierH 
had brought about In English-speak- 
ing and French-speaking t’anada," 

The lectures, at that time, were giv- 
en In English or French, according 
to the mother tongue of the speaker. 
Laurier, thanks to a term In an Eng- 
lish school, and to a persistent study 
of English literature, found no great 
difficulty in following the English lec- 
tures. Dr Skelton says that 'he had 
more trouble at first In understanding 
the t,atln phrases In the lectures on 
Roman Law given by Justice Torrance, 
for at that time the English pronunci- 
ation of Latin was almost the univer- 
sal rule anions 'English-speaking 
scholars.'* 

The dean of the Faculty of Law was 
the Hon. J. J. C. Abbott, destined, 
thirty years later, to succeed Sir John 
A. MacDonald as Prime Minister of 
Canada, and to encounter Laurier as 
Leader of the Opposition. 

Mr. Abbott was also professor of 
Ob! gâtions and General principles of 
the Law of Contract. Rodolphe L.t- 
flansaie. fourteen years later, together 
with Laurier, a member of the Mnc- 
kemie Cabinet, lectured on Customary
